Judge Rufus B. Smith has rendered 


a decision in the superior court, sus- 
taining the demurrer entered in the 
suit brought by Samuel A. Stevens o£ 
the Pike building, to appoint a receiv- 
er for the guessing contests of three 
Cincinnati newspapers. 


The court holds that cdntests are 


not 
illegal. 
The newspapers had 


agreed as to the facts, as stated in 
Stevens's suit, but in their demurrer, 
maintained that there was • nothing 
illegal in the contests. 


In sustaining the demurrer, which 


knocks out Stevens's suit, the court 
says: 


"The 
court 
holds that the con- 


tiacts made with the newspapers are 
not within the condemnation of the 
statutes of Ohio against lotteries, 
gambling, wagering or betting. That 
a lottery is a scheme dependent for 
success wholly upon chance; but that 
the guess as to the number of votes 
cast at an election involves skill-in 
making an estimate, and is not solely 
the result of chance, and is_ therefore 
not a lottery. 
, "The court .also holds that the of- 
fering of a premium 
for st correct 


guess is a reward or recompense for 
some act done. A wager is a stake 
upon an unknown event. In a prem- 
ium it is known who is to give before 
the event. In a wager it is not known 
until after the event. 


"The court leaves undecided 


question whether the contracts 
not illegal at common law as against 
public policy,, because the decision of 
the question'is not necessary to a de- 
cision of the cases. 


"The court holds that if the con- 


trasts are illfgal no one except the 
plaintiff can "rescind and recover bacu 
his money, Tsecause all the other con- 
testants will have waited until after 
the election,''and, having found that 
they had lost, would not come into 
eauity with--clean hands.

RIVER TO BEAR A TOWN. 


Beutoii, Sell., Will He Floated Down 


a. Slreuin. 


The village of Benton, Neb., located a 


few mik-s from Lexington, Neb., has 
decided to move. This docs not mean 
tbe people alone, but the buildings, 
houses and stores, besides all the per- 
sonal effects, will float down the Platte 
river for three miles to a location which 
the villagers prefer to its present one, 
says the Chicago Tribune. Nothing will 
be left behind but the natural scenery 
which was there when tbe village was 
built 


"If the railroad will not come to me, 


then I will go to the railroad." Such is 
the paraphrase of the story of Moham- 
med and the mountain as given by the 
village of Benton. 


The decision to move came with the 


announcement of the Union Pacific rail- 
road that a new town named Darr 
would he established at the point where 
the line crossed tbe Platte river. This 
is three miles down stream from the 
present group of houses called Benton. 
The railroad added to its announcement 
that the construction of a large eleva- 
tor and mill would be immediately, 
started at Darr. When an agent of the 
Union Pacific presented the matter in 
the right light, the population of Ben- 
ton saw that they were living in the 
wrong place, and they decided to move 
and be on the ground floor of the newi 
town. Then it appeared to them that 
it would not be such a bad idea to take 
the town along with them. 
' 


Benton was built on its present site 


many years ago, with the expectation 
that when the railroad came that way 
it would pass through the town. Final-' 
ly, when the railroad did come, it was 
found impracticable to go nearer than 
three miles. As a compensation the 
officials of the Union Pacific road offer- 
ed inducements to the people of Benton 
to move to the town which they pro- 
pose to start and call Darr. This prop-, 
osition was1 accepted. The new town is 
in the center of a rich agricultural 
country and will draw on territory, 
for miles around. The Platte valley at 
that point is nine miles wide to the 
north and seven miles wide to the 
south.
